father 
as one of 
[ children 
born in Cowbridge, 
who all served in 
World War 1. 

One served in the 
Royal Navy, eight 
served in the army, and 
two of my aunts served 
as army nurses in 
France. Three of my 
uncles were 
professionals with pre¬ 
war service and were 
recalled to serve. 

My father was an 
engine driver who 
volunteered in December 
1914, and served in the 
Royal Engineers. After 
training, he was posted 
to France. He took 
barbed wire to the front 
line and also drove a 
hospital train to pick up 
the wounded troops. 

He told me that a 
coach was equipped as 
an operating theatre and, 
in an emergency, a bell 
that had been fitted to 
the cab of the engine 
would ring. 

When this happened, 
my father would find a 
loop on the railway track 
to pull the train into, so 
that they could operate 


on the emergency 
patient. The first of my 
father’s siblings to die in 
the war was Benjamin, 
who was recalled to the 
Royal Navy and died in 
January 1916, aged 39. 

The second to be 
killed was Sidney, who 
died when he was 25, 
and is buried at 
Boesinghe, Belgium. 

He was killed by a 
shell in the trenches on 
June 24, 1917. 

He was a Lance 
Corporal in the Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers, and was 
the youngest of the 11 
children. 

My two aunts who 
had become nurses in 
the war - one served in 
Belgium and one in 
France - later made 
careers in nursing. 

One became a matron 
of a home in Chester, an 
the other nursed a New 
Zealand soldier in 1918. 

They married, and he 
was returned to New 
Zealand after the war. 

She waited until 1919 
before she could follow 
him, so I never had the 
chance to meet her.

‘LYSWORNEY BY-PASS TO LLANDOW 
SETTLEMENT IS THE ONLY ANSWER’ 

Darren Farm plan for 350 
houses is ^out of scale’ 


L ike many 

individuals and 
groups, Cowbridge 
History Society objected 
strongly to tbe proposals 
for more than 350 bouses 
on tbe Darren Farm site in 
tbe LDP. 

You report that there is now an 
amended proposal that would 
take the development to the very 
front door of Llanfrynach church. 

The land owner, Mr John 
Homfray, seems to have missed 
the point entirely of our original 
objections. 

He now says his developers 
wish to build the same number of 
houses but at a lower density, 
whereas what all object to is the 
sheer number of houses and the 
size of the development as being 
quite out of scale with the historic 
town of Cowbridge and its 
potential to service properly such 
a massive increase in population. 

The Vale of Glamorgan’s LDP 
was to be based on sustainability. 


This society and others 
demonstrated in their submissions 
that this objective could not be 
met at this scale from current or 
likely future resources, pointing 
to considerable increases in car 
home commuting, inadequate 
numbers of school places (despite 
the proposal to build a new 
primary school - itself 
unsustainable, since children 
would have to brought by car or 
taken to the comprehensive 
school), a local health service that 
could not cope with additional 
patients and pressure on other 
public services. 

Perhaps Mr Homfray thinks 
that the private sector will, over 
the course of time, bring lots of 
new jobs to Cowbridge to reduce 
commuting, and that the hard 
pressed public sector will be able 
to increase its services to satisfy 
the considerable increase in 
demand. 

Among the reasons his original 
planning application for houses 
on this site some years ago was 


rejected by the Inspector were 
their intrusion in an area of high 
landscape value, the loss of 
valuable agricultural land and 
with it the loss of the livelihood 
of the tenant farmer, and the 
inadequacy of the link road once 
it merged with the Llantwit road, 
which the inspector declared to 
be too narrow to take the traffic 
likely to be generated. 

Mr Homfray’s claim that his 
new proposal will improve 
infrastructure for Cowbridge is 
nonsense; it can only increase the 
traffic flow through Cowbridge’s 
historic High Street. 

The building of the bypass to 
the north of the town in the mid 
1960s saved historic Cowbridge 
from an endless decline and 
destruction of its historic 
buildings. Now only the building 
of a Llysworney by-pass linked to 
a new settlement at Llandow will 
do that.

"Peaceful ambience will be 
destroyed by extended plan’ 


T he gem has done 
the community a 
service in so 

prominently displaying on 
its front page the proposed 
development on Darren 
Farm. 

This proposal will ruin the 
western side of Cowbridge, and 
with its extra 940 residents, 
totally overload the services, 
roads and other facilities within 
the town, which will far outweigh 
any access advantages. It is also 
based on contentious population 
statistics for The Vale. 

The original plan was already a 
gross intrusion into the 
countryside, and the logic of 
smearing the stain of the 
development still further in the 
hope that it will be less 
noticeable, is somewhat difficult 
to understand. 


Hopefully, the residents of 
Cowbridge will, having seen the 
extended proposal, appreciate 
better what is proposed for their 
town, and object. 

The extended plan offers a real 
threat to the status and ambience 
of the church at Llanfrynach, 
which is an oasis of peace, and 
where services have a degree of 
spirituality and disconnection 
with the material world that is 
experienced almost nowhere else. 

The extended site puts the 
church only 160m from the 
proposed busy link road with 
heavy goods traffic, destroying 
for ever the peaceful ambience of 
this historic church which is 
valued highly by many 
Cowbridge residents as a 
treasured amenity. 

It is sad that the proposers do 
not recognise this. There will now 
be a narrower green strip backing 
onto the church behind the 


houses, and one wonders what it 
will be used for, how it will be 
maintained, and when it will also 
be built on. 

At least the original plan had 
250m of cultivated fields 
separating Llanfrynach Lane from 
the link road and houses. 

It has been patronisingly 
suggested that the farmers who 
have occupied Darren Farm for 
generations might emigrate to 
Barbados, and elsewhere the 
letter from Mr Stewart suggests a 
lack of awareness. 

St Brynach’s is one of several 
churches in the benefice, there is 
no need for another with 
suburban access. For those 
couples, and the congregations 
who may appreciate the ambience 
of Llanfrynach, the church is 
available, and its individual 
character should be protected, not 
destroyed.

The life and times 
of a liberated 
woman (part 5) 

by Nancy Davidge 


I N November, 1941,1 met a 
dashing serving in the 
Royal Artillery. I already 
knew his parents and his 
other brothers, as his sister- 
in-law was my close friend, 
and I had often been a visitor 
to their home. 

At my friend’s insistence, I agreed 
to meet the elusive brother-in-law. As 
I was on duty and in my working 
dungarees, I thought this would put 
him off but after the introductions, he 
walked me to the bus stop in 
Kingsway, asking if he could take me 
to the cinema the next day. 

I agreed but, of course, when we 
met I looked a very different Nancy - 
all dressed up! He had to return to his 
unit the next day and said he would 
like to see me again. 

We became engaged in December 
and planned to marry the following 
August, but our plans were dashed 
when he said he would be going 
abroad and asked could we get 
married? 

With the help of family and 
friends, we pooled our resources so I 
had enough coupons for a lovely 
wedding dress. The eight bridesmaids 
bought their own dresses, and the two 
flower girls - and so we were 
married on March 21, 1942 at St 
Catherine’s Church in Canton. 

We travelled to Chepstow on the 
Sunday for a two-and-a-half day 
honeymoon as my new husband had 
to return to his unit in Tonbridge, 
Kent. 

I did not know that it would be 
three-and-a-half years before I would 
see him again. He was sent to India 
and burma and on his return, suffered 
attacks of malaria and became very 
ill with pneumonia. 


We eventually decided to leave 
Cardiff and moved to London, where 
work was available at the repair 
workshops for railway engines at 
Stratford. 

For a while, we lived in rented 
accommodation, some of which was 
well over-priced, but we did 
eventually managed to buy our own 
house for £1,200. It had four 
bedrooms, three rooms plus kitchen, 
a large garden, a garage and large 
conservatory which we added later. 

The mortgage was £12.8s.8d a 
month on a £1,000 loan. The same 
houses, when we checked on a visit 
to our old home, are now £300,000 
and rising! 

Our daughter was born on April 
10,1951 at Queen Charlotte’s 
Hospital, Hammersmith. 

I have always taken an interest in 
politics and on several occasions, 
attempted to lobby my MP at the 
House of Commons. Sometimes I 
have been successful, other times the 
MP I wished to discuss the problem 
with would not have the courage to 
confront me. 

Since my teens, I have had a 
Socialist outlook and this was 
enhanced when I listened to a speech 
by George Thomas at an open air 
meeting in the Riverside area of 
Cardiff. 

I have met a few leading 
politicians through the various 
organisations to which I have 
belonged. I remember on one 
occasion, I was invited to a meeting 
where people who had survived the 
atom bomb at Nagasaki would be 
there. I felt a surge of anger for these 
people, but when I saw the terrible 
disfigurement to their faces, I could 
not but feel utter sympathy for them. 

Next week, my dream comes true.

Tories back calls 
for out of hours 
GP care review 


CONSERVATIVES 
expressed 
‘concerns’ over a 
statement by the 
local Community 
Health Council 
(CHC) describing 
out of hours GP 
service in the Vale 
as “diabolical”. 

Local MP Alun Cairns 
said he understood that 
after 1pm there is only 
one GP and one nurse 
based at the UHW site 
available to cover the 
population of Cardiff and 
the Vale. Originally, the 
cover was provided by 
two CPs in the Vale and 
two in Cardiff with one 
GP ‘out on the road’ in 
each area. 

The MP is to meet 
with the Head of the 
CHC following a 
meeting with the Local 
Health Board about 


Barry Hospital on out of 
hours care. 

He stated: “I have 
been concerned for some 
while that residents to the 
west of Cowbridge and 
as far south as Llantwit 
Major, are particularly at 
risk as all of the out of 
hours care is based in 
Barry and Cardiff. 

“The administrative 
boundary is the Ogmore 
River meaning that 
residents in Ogmore by 
Sea have to travel to 
Barry - this is an 
administrative burden to 
suit bureaucracy. I have 
long called for the 
western Vale to be 
serviced through the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital. 

“I receive many 
complaints regarding the 
out of hours care in the 
Vale of Glamorgan. This 
comment by the CHC, 
the patient watchdog, has 


echoed many feelings 
that the system should be 
overhauled. I want 
service commissioners to 
address this as a matter of 
urgency. 

“I fear we are 
experiencing the impact 
of cuts to the health 
budget here in Wales. 
The Welsh Government 
is the only administration 
to cut health spend.” 

His views were 
echoed by Welsh 

Conservative leader 
Andrew RT Davies AM. 

“Criticism of Carwyn 
Jones and Welsh 

Labour’s handling of the 
NHS gets no worse than 
this. It is clear there are 
inherent problems that 
must be fully 

investigated and I urge 
the Labour Minister to 
make a full and urgent 
statement,” the regional 
AM added.

Pyle man escapes jail 
after benefit fraud 


A FRAUDSTER who 
dishonestly obtained 
benefits of nearly £28,000, 
has been jailed for six 
months, the sentence 
suspended for one year, 
and fined £10,000 at 
Cardiff Crown Court. 

Robert Davies, 64, an 
unemployed welder of Ffordd-y- 
Mynach, Pyle, admitted charges of 
fraud by false representation and 
failing to disclose information. 

Prosecutor Lowri Wynn 
Morgan said he had made a claim 
to the department of Work and 
Pensions for pension credit and 
also received council tax benefit; 
in addition, he failed to inform the 
department and the local authority 
of his total savings. It was

believed he had savings of £5,500. 

He failed to inform them that at 
the time, he had savings of 
£140,720 held in bank accounts, 
shares and IS As. 

Had the authorities been aware 
of this, the benefits would not 
have been paid, said Miss Wynn 
Morgan. 

He was interviewed in January 
and admitted he had not declared 
the savings. 

Over three years, she said, he 
dishonestly received £27,838. 

The court heard that he had 
repaid the money. 

His counsel, Kevin Seal, said 
“It’s accepted it was fraud over a 
significant period.” 

He said Davies had no previous 


convictions and it was sad to see 
such a man appear before a 
Crown Court. 

“He is the backbone of his 
local rugby club and this case has 
brought deep shame upon him.” 

The year 2010, said Mr Seal, 
was a tragic one for Davies, when 
he was made redundant, a parent 
died, and his partner had a severe 
stroke. 

“His concern is not so much for 
himself, but for his partner. He 
knows he has to be punished and 
has not tried to lay the blame on 
anyone but himself.” 

Said Judge Patrick Curran, 
“These offences are easy to 
commit and difficult to detect. 
Every penny obtained is a burden 
the taxpayer has to bear. The court 
is required to deal severely with 
any such case.”

THE Vale Council has set aside £380,000 to continue its scheme 
to help the over 60s and 70s with their council tax bills. 

“The scheme will see residents who are eligible for the award receive a 
remittance of up to £40 towards their council tax payment, and it is estimated 
that over 10,000 households in the Vale will benefit from the reduction,” a 
spokesperson said. 

The council has also agreed that all residents who received the award in the 
2013/14 financial year will have the scheme automatically applied to their 
account, provided they still meet qualifying criteria.

LIFE-SAVING GIFT FROM 
BARRY ROTARY CLUB

Brian explained: 
“Sudden cardiac arrest 
requires immediate 
treatment with a 
defibrillator. The electric 
shock can restore a 
normal rhythm to a heart. 
Every minute is critical, 
so having locally 
available units instead of 
waiting for an ambulance 
can be the difference 
between life and death”. 

The four units, 
provided in conjunction 
with Welsh Hearts, are 
being placed around 
town in places that are 
convenient for access, 
and someone dialling 
999 would be 
immediately directed to 
the nearest place having 
one. 

The first defibrillator 
was handed over to Steve 
Case, owner of Habana’s

Tree-cutting can be beneficial’

down trees on 
Rhoose Point;

landscape 
management 
appears drastic at 
first sight, it is in 
fact beneficial for 
wildlife. 

The trees have been 
coppiced, which is a 
woodland management 
technique used in 
Britain for many 
centuries. They will 
quickly regrow from 
the stumps as can be 
seen in the areas that 


were coppiced in 2013. 

Rather than killing 
trees, coppicing 
generally extends their 
life. 

Coppice 

management gives a 
much more diverse 
range of wildlife. After 
cutting, the increased 
light lets vegetation 
grow vigorously. 

Brambles will cover the competes rare and 
tree stools, encouraging endangered native 
insects and small 
mammals which use it 
as protection. 


The Buddleia did 
provide some benefits 
for nectaring insects 
during the flowering 
season. However, that 
needs to be balanced 
against it being a non¬ 
native plant that 
supports few species 
compared to our native 
flora.

OVER 230 applicants from 
across Wales applied for free 
National Garden Centre 
vouchers, as part of Keep 
Wales Tidy’s ‘Have a Wild 
Weekend for Wales’ campaign.

“It was great to see so many pupils get 
involved in this project. ‘Wild 
Weekend’ has enabled us to make a 
huge improvement to the pollen and 
nectar that’s on offer in the school 
grounds and hopefully this will benefit 
our local environment and wildlife. 

“Key Stage 2 pupils cannot wait to 
see the apples grow and are asking 
who will get to eat them!”

Both are 
very close to my heart in 
that the lives of two very 
special people to me 
needed the kind of 
support they offer.

This splendid little book is the bittersweet memoir 
of a south Wales railway man who followed his 
father’s footsteps and became a signalman in the 
early 1950s. 

This was at a time when working on the railways 
was a much sought after job and usually for life. The 
work was hard but varied with an opportunity to 
‘climb the ladder’. With great sadness, the author 
witnessed the rapid decline of the industry but, years 
later, a new chapter occurred. 

A demand, once more, for rail transport meant 
that some former lines opened again. One was the 
passenger service in the Llynfi Valley to Maesteg 
which reopened in October 1990. 

With plenty of interesting and humourous 
anecdotes, it is a must for all ex-railway workers.

Answer to the question... ‘Where’s my Bond?’ 


TWO of the most common 
queries we have from tenant 
clients are queries about bond 
registration and being served 
with a notice from their 
landlords. 

If you rent your home and your 
landlord or agent requested a bond 
from you, do you know where your 
bond is? If not, your bond may 
have not been registered. Your 
landlord or agent must register 
your bond with a government 
approved scheme within 30 days of 
receipt. 

If they don’t then you can claim 
your bond back, plus a sum 
equivalent to three times the 
amount of the bond as 
compensation. That can be as

much as £3,000 on an average 
property. 

If your bond was registered after 
30 days of receipt, you can still 
claim the above. We are able to 
take on cases on a no win no fee 
basis.

REVAMPED 
Porthcawl Harbour 
has been officially 
opened and the 
historic harbour has 
been completely 
transformed - as 
part of a multi¬ 
million pound 
regeneration 
project. 

It features a new 
harbour gate with 
pedestrian footbridge, a 
permanent basin of water, 
an extension to its eastern 
breakwater, and pontoon 
moorings for 70 leisure, 
commercial and visiting 
craft.

represents an important 
part of the town’s history, 
and by upgrading and 
providing it with modem, 
refurbished facilities, we 
can ensure that it 
continues to fulfil this 
role in its new incarnation 
as Porthcawl Marina.”

“In the past, these 
iconic birds have 
suffered from pesticide 
poisoning as well as 
illegal trapping and 
shooting.” 

Long term decline had 
also seen kestrel 
numbers fall by a fifth 
between 1995 and 2008.

NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY 


Wanted: warm weather 
for the hives’ foragers! 


S PRING is definitely here but as of 
yet I have not carried out any in 
depth inspections at any of the 
apiaries. 

The weather is always the dominant factor when 
you wish to open up a hive and observe what is or 
is not proceeding and the present conditions are not 
at all suitable. 

At the beginning of any year, pollen is a crucial 
input for the welfare of all colonies. What is needed 
now are some dry and warmer days so that the 
forager bees can get out and about and collect this 
vital substance. 

I have made several visits to the apiaries to 
observe the comings and goings, and what I see is 
very encouraging. 

All of the colonies were fed and treated for 
Varroa Mites in September of last year; however, I 
have added foodstuff to one or two of the colonies 
that are showing a lot of activity and, of course, I 
am regularly checking the contents of the trays I 
have in place on the underneath of several of them. 

Two colonies, in particular, are revealing high 
numbers of mites (dead, of course) and I must take 
steps to reduce the infestation in these two colonies 
because problems will arise if I ignore the situation. 

How do I know the numbers are high? Well, the 
contents of the trays are removed and put into 
containers that bear colonies’ details. Later on, back 
home, using a large light assisted magnifier, I can 


examine the hive debris and start to count 
individual mites. 

These two particular hives are showing counts of 
110 and 100. Other colonies are only showing 5,7, 

9 and less. As all of the colonies received the same 
mite treatment, something needs to be done. 

This year, as in previous years, there will be 
newcomers to the craft of beekeeping, all of course 
eager to get started and as soon as conditions allow 
myself and others will introduce them to the 
apiaries and take them through the various steps 
required when handling a colony of bees. 

Apart from the theory, it is the actual hands-on 
experience that counts, not every newcomer is 
comfortable with the live bee side of things and 
previously one or two have decided against 
becoming beekeepers, but in the main, the 
fascination of the internal workings of a colony 
gets to you and you want to know more. 

We do need more beekeepers and the pollinating 
insects are the unsung heroes of the planet we live 
on. Their existence is under threat and we ignore 
this situation at our peril. The need for the 
youngsters to take up beekeeping is of paramount 
importance; I am getting older and must some day 
give up my bee activity. 

Education authorities could well help here by 
introducing a school project and contacting the Welsh 
Assembly who do have a Pollinator action plan.

definitely make you wax lyrical! However, it is not 
just the leafy lanes, the history and the wide range 
of cafes, pubs and eating places that go to make 
Llantwit Major somewhere to visit and enjoy. 

Over recent years, the town has bucked the trend 
of many town centres by bringing in new shops in a 
number of units that were offered on short-term lets 
in the Boverton Road Precinct. 

It gave local entrepreneurs the chance to try out a 
business idea without the extra risk of a long-term 
commitment - and the result has been that some 
have established themselves solidly enough to 
decide to stay - or even to move to bigger premises. 


Stuart Sloan, who runs Sloan & Co in the town, 
was very upbeat about the way the town has 
developed in recent years.

He said: “We had 
great support from local 
people and are very 
grateful for that”. 

He feels that there is

Llantwit, and about trade 
in general. 

He added: “We stock 
curtains that are priced 
to suit all pockets, but 
we are seeing more 
people choose higher 
ticket items.”

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Funding for South Wales to highlight history of steel 


THE Glamorgan Archives in Cardiff, which serves 
Bridgend, the Vale of Glamorgan, Caerphilly, Merthyr 
Tydfil, Rhondda Cynon Taf and Cardiff will benefit 
from Welsh Government funding to open up access to 
their collections relating to the steel industry. 

Minister for culture and sport, John Griffiths AM, made the 
announcement last week, as part of the latest round of grant 
funding for Welsh libraries, archives and museums. 

A Welsh Government grant of £20,000, along with £56,000 from 
the National Cataloguing grant scheme, will be awarded to five 


archive services across Wales to make details available online of 
the archives of the Iron and Steel Trades Confederation, British 
Steel Collection and the Brymbo Steel works collection. 

The other archives to benefit are the Richard Burton Archives, 
Archives and Records Council of Wales, Flintshire Record Office 
and Wrexham Archives. This is part of the ‘Wales Showing our 
Metal’ project. 

Mr Griffiths said: “This welcome investment will enable local 
museums, archives and libraries to develop their services, improve 
facilities and encourage greater use by the public. 

“It will help promote our rich culture and heritage and ensure 


that more people can access and enjoy our collections. 

“The steel industry has played a key role in the development of 
Wales and the ‘Wales Showing our Metal’ project will enable 
researchers of all ages to understand the legacy of the steel 
industry and its ongoing impact on Welsh communities. 

“Without the support of archive services and this investment, 
these records could have been lost to future generations.” 

The Minister also outlined how £2.2m funding will be used to 
develop, promote access to and encourage use of the rich and 
diverse collections on offer at museums, archives and libraries 
across the country.

Vale venue 
for historic 
rugby match! 

IN 1944, the Dutch city of ‘s- 
Hertogenbosch was liberated by the 53rd 
Welsh division, and since then a strong 
link between Wales and ‘s-Hertogenbosch 
has existed. 

The 70th anniversary of the liberation will be 
marked this year by a number of events. This will 
begin with a rugby match between the newly-formed 
Army Reserve Rugby Club, whose members are 
drawn from reserve units all over Wales, and a 
visiting team from ‘s-Hertogenbosch on Saturday, 
April 19 at the Cowbridge Rugby Club ground, kick¬ 
off 2pm. 

Warrant Officer Geordie Fernandez of the Royal 
Army Physical Training Corp, said: “As reservists 
our players tend to be busy at weekends, so 
balancing a rugby commitment can be difficult. 

“It’s a tribute to the guys that since January, we 
now have a team up and running, we have played 
two games, won one and lost the other, and now we 
are facing a visiting side from Holland. 

“It will be a fantastic opportunity for our lads to 
play a travelling team, I am sure that the lads would 
appreciate all the support they can get.” 

This is a significant year in the commemoration of 
the liberation of their city by the people of ‘s- 
Hertogenbosch. the rugby match is just the opener 
in a series of events culminating in Armed Forces 
Day Wales on Saturday, June 28 in Cardiff, where 
the city will be represented by the Mayor of ‘s- 
Hertogenbosch, a 100-strong choir and an 80-strong 
marching band, plus a group of cyclists who will 
have cycled from ‘s-Hertogenbosch to Wales 
carrying with them a Davy lamp that will have been 
lit from the memorial flame at the British war 
cemetery and presented to the people of Wales, as 
part of the Armed Forces Day celebrations. 

The choir and band will perform in the week prior 
to Armed Forces Day at locations in Cardiff, 
Pontypridd and Swansea, and then will take centre 
stage at the main event on Coopers Field behind 
Cardiff Castle.
